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PECKHAM IS DEAD; 
SEAT FOR BOWERS? 


Chicagoan Is Among Those 
Who Will Be Considered 
for Justice of Federal 
Supreme Court. 


LONG FRIEND OF TAFT. 


High Judicial Officer of Nation 
Closes Life in Albany Fol- 
lowing Illness of 


Months.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24—{Special.) 
Lloyd W. Bowers of Chicago, solicitor gen- 
eral of the United States, will be considered 
by. President Taft, among other lawyers, for 
appointment to the vacancy on the United 
States Supreme bench, caused by the death 
today of Associate Justice Rufus W. Peck- 
ham. 8 
Justice Peckham died in Albany, N. T., to- 
day following an illness of several months’ 
duration. 

It is known that the president ana hist e 
gard for Mr. Bowers both from a personal 
and an official point of view. He believes he 
is not only an excellent lawyer but a right 
thinker. The suggestion was advanced & 
short time ago that Mr. Bowers should be 
named as judge of the northern district of 
Illinois to succeed the late Judge Solomon 
H. Bethea; but the president declined to 
entertain it on the ground that the solicitor 
general was Supreme court timber.” The 
inference drawn from this remark naturally 
was that Mr. Bowers would be held in re- 
serve for appointment to the Supreme bench 
when a vacancy should occur. 

The president and Mr. Bowers are old 
friends. They were at Yale together and are 
members of the same fraternity. Their 
frtendship has strengthened with the pas- 
sage of time, and it was because of his warm 
affection, as well as admiration for Mr. Bow- 
ers legal attainments, that caused the presi- 
dent to nominate him for the office of solic- 
itor general, which he now holds. 


Two Points Oppose Choice, 

The things which will operate to cause 
the president to hesitate in selecting Mr. 
Bowers are the fact that such a great state 
as New York should have representation on 
the Supreme bench; that Illinois already is 
represented on that distinguished tribunal 
by the chief justice, Melville W. Fuller, and, 
in a way, by Associate Justice John M. 
Harlan, and that if another Republican be 
nemed the representation of the Democracy 
will be reduced to two men—Chief Justice 
‘Fuller and Associate Justice Edward W. 
White of Louisiana. 

II i painted out, however, that Massa- j. 
chusetts now is represented by two asso- 
ciate justices—Oliver Wendell Holmes and 
William Henry Moody. It also is suggested 
that party lines are so lax at the present time 
that the country will not consider the politics 
of the president’s nominee but his fitness 
for the position. 

If New York must be recognized, the man 
who instantly would spring into pubiic mind 
as eminently qualified for the Supreme bench 
is Senator Elihu Root. But Mr. Root was 
only recently elected to the senate and even 
if tendered the appointment probably would 
decline. If the chief justiceship were in ques- 
tion, undoubtedly he would be glad to ac- 
cept. Former Gov. Frank Black also has 
many friends who believe he would make an 
admirable associate justice. Another name 
suggested is that of Henry M. Hoyt of Penn- 
syivania, now counselor of the state depart- 


ment. 
Lurton Is Leading Democrat, 

If the president decides to name a Demo- 
crat, undoubtedly he will have in mind Cir- 
cuit Judge Horace H. Lurton of Nashville, 
Tena. Judge Lurton and Mr. Taft served 
together on the same judicial circuit. At 
one time the former was considered serious- 
ly in connection with appointment to the cabi- 
net. It may be stated positively that Judge 
Lurton is the same type of man as Mr. Bow- 
ers in the view of Mr. Taft for considera- 
tion for service on the Supreme bench. 

During the campaign one of the strong 
reasons advanced for the election of Mr. 
Taft over Mr. Bryan was that the former 
would pick lawyers for the Supreme court 
who could be depended upon to hand down 
conservative, sane decisions. 

It was apparent, and the death of Justice 
Peckham is evidence thereof, that during the 
Taft administration there will be a thor- 
ough reorganization of the Supreme court. 
Judge. Peckham would have been 71 on Nov. 
g\ had he lived. Chief Justice Fuller will 
bé 77 on Feb. 11, next. Associate Justice 
John M. Harlan will be 77 next June. As- 
sociate Justice David M. Brewer recently 
passed his sevemty-second year. Thus be- 
fore Mr. Taft shall retire from office on 
March 4, 1013, the chief justice and Jus- 
tice Harlan will be more than 80, and Jus- 
tice Brewer will be 76. 


Fuller Will Not Retire. 

There have been reports that the chief jus- 
tice would retire, but these lack foundation. 
Mr. Fuller has let it be known that he desires 
to die in harness. Rumors that Justice 
Harlan will retire have been given cre 
dence in well informed circles. He is deeply 
interested in church work and desires, it is 
said, to devote some of his time to It. 

Mr. Bowers, who is generally believed to be 
slated for dSupreme court appointment dur- 
ing the present administration, was born in 
1859, in Springfield, Mass. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1879. He took his degree in 
law from Columbia, New York, in 1882. After 
practicing for e short time With the firm of 
Chamberlain, Carter & Hornblower of New 
York he entered into a partnership with ex- 
Chief Justice Wilson of Minnesota. 

He removed to Chicago in 1893, where he be- 
came generat counsel of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. He retained this of- 
fice for sixteen years, relinquishing it to 
accept the commission as solicitor general of 
the United States. 


DEATH CALLS JUSTICE PECKHAM.

Maid in Nearby House Remembers

Mrs. Clara Jevne, the widow of Christian 
Jevne, founder of the firm of C. Jevne & Co., 
occupied the house with one of her daughters 
until about two years ago, when she stored 
Huch of the valuables and went to Europe. | 
She-returned recently here-and went to the | 
residence of her son-in-law, Oscar M. Hau- 
gan, at 447 Rosiyn place, where she is mak- 
ing her home. She refused to be interviewed, 
but through Mr. Haugan it was learned that 
all the property with the exception of a seal- 
skin coat valued at $200 was recovered. 


Maid Remembers Noises. 

In the police investigation it was learned 
that the maid employed in the family of G. 
Merz, 1618 La Salle avenue, heard a noise in 
the rear of the Jevne residence about 9 
o’clock Saturday night, and a dog which be- 
longs to Mr. Merz made efforts to get out the 
rear door. The maid was alone at the time 


and was much frightened. When Mr. Merz | 


and his wife returned she reported the mat- 
ter to him, and he decided to wait until morn- 
ing before investigating. In the meantime 
Anderson discovered the burglary and re- 
ported it to the police of the Hudson avenue 
station.

MAN DISAPPEARS 


John I. F. Erwin, Land Man, 
of Wilmette, Missing from 
His Stateroom on 
the Puritan.

CARD AND CLOTHESFOUND 


Vessel Is Searched by Captain, 
but It Fails to Uncover 
Real Clew to His 
Fate. 


John M. F. Erwin of Wilmette, a dealer in 
lands, with offices at 158 La Galle street, was 
reported missing from the steamer Puritan 
of the Graham and Morton line, when the 
boat arrived at Holland, Mich., at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The boat officials and 
passengers who made the trip with Erwin 
were unable to account for his disappear- 
ance, nor could they tell whether he had met 
with an accident or had committed suicide. 
When the boat arrived at Holland the state- 
room that had been taken and occupied by 
Drwin was empty, save for a small valise, 
$20 in bills, a few toilet articles, a coat, vest, 
soba These articles were strewn on the 


His Business Card Found. 

In the grip one of Mr. Erwin’s business 
cards was found, and it was from this card 
that the boat company officials learned that 
the missing man supposedly was Erwin, that 
he was in business in Chicago, and that his 
home was in Wilmette. Repeated telephone 
calls at the Erwin residence last night failed 
to elicit a response. The telephone exchange 
at Wilmette had been ordered not to be rung. 

Capt. Crawford of the Puritan was mysti- 
fled by the man’s disappearance. He knew 
nothing of Erwin’s presence on the boat until! 
it was reported to him by a chambermaid 
who went to clean the stateroom he was sup- 
posed to have occupied that he was gone, and 
that the articles mentioned, including the 
money, were strewn on the floor. The cap- 
tain at once instituted a search of the entire 
boat, including the hold and engine rooms, 
but no trace of the man could be found. 

Left Chicago Saturday Night. 

Erwin took passage on the steamer when

A 
few minutes later the chambermald went 
to straighten up the room, and then it wus 
learned for the first time definitely that the 
man was gone. The search followed. 


Boat Due This Morning. 
Graham & Morton officials here were un- 
able to throw any Nght on the mystery. The 
passenger list, they said, was on the boat, and 
as the Puritan is not due in Chicago 
until 8 o’clock this morning they had no way 
of telling whether the man really got on the 
vessel or not. They suggested it would have 
been possible for him te engage a stateroom 
on the boat, take his baggage into it, and 
then Tor some reason or other, fail to use 
it This theory was discounted by a tele- 
phone dispatch from Holland, from which it 
was learned positively that the bellboy had 
talked with Erwin after the boat left its dock 
at Chicago. Also his clothing and card in 

the boat made that theory untenable. 


Stateroom Window Locked. 

Erwin occupied an outside stateroom, the 
window of which was found to be locked 
when the chambermaid entered the room in 
the morning. The door of the room also was 
locked, and the key gone, Erwin apparently 
having taken it with him. 

All the other passengers were questioned 
closely, but none could throw any light on the 
mystery. Capt. Crawford asked them, as 
well as the members of the crew, if they had 
seen Erwin, or talked to him during the night, 
and all reported they had not. 

Erwin is recorded in the city directory as 
being engaged in the land business, with an 
office in the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion building. He also is listed in the tele- 
phone directory, both for his office and resi- 
dence numbers, but repeated calls failed to 
yield an answer. 


Office Here in the Dark. 

Office employés of the Graham & Morton 
company in this city said thie morning they 
had received no information from the cap- 
tain of the Puritan regarding the supposed 
disappearance of Mr. Erwin. 

“The Puritan left Chicago at 8 o'clock Sat- 
urday night,” sald the man in charge of the 
office and its time of arrival at Holland was 
about 4:30 Sunday morning.

STEEL TRUST WOULD CURB 
THE ORINKING. OF 25,000. 


Corporation Plans to Invest $10,000,- 
000 in Buying the Nine Breweries 
in Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 24--[Special.]—The 
United States Steel corporation has decided 
to make an effort: to control the drinking of 
25,000 persons in Fayette county, Pa., who 
are interested in the manufacture of coke, 
and will invest $10,000,000 in a project to ob- 
tain possession of nine breweries now run- 
ning in the county. 

While the effort to merge these breweries 
is conducted in the name of the Pittsburg 
Brewing company, it is understood that the 
Steel corporation is back of the whole move 
and will try to regulate the drinking of the 
foreigners, it being figured that at least 8 
per cent better returns can be gleaned on the 
millions invested there by regulating the 
drink of the coke worker—permittiag him 
to drink, but stipulating where and when he 

The sale of beer by the keg or by the barrel 
to the coke worker is what the corporation 
objects to, and this it will try to remedy. 

Fot more than a year figures have been 
gathered on drinking among coke workers, 
and it is found that for seventy-two hours 
after each pay day the coke ovens do not run 
more than two-thirds their capacity, and 

there is scarcely a pay Gay when hundreds 
of tons of coke are not ruined by inability to 


get proper men to care for it in the ovens.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 24,—[Special.}-If there 
is a state in the union that is not interested 
in the promulgation of the great deep water- 
way between the great lakes and the gull 
there was no evidence of lack of interest on 
the part of the chief executives who came 
into St. Louls on every train yesterday.

Gov. Ansel Wants Big Fund Spent. 

Among the expressions of opinion on the 
feasibility of the deep waterway were those 
from the following governors: 

Gov. Martin F. Affeel of South Carolina— 
“I am much in favor of the deer waterway, 
and I think the people of South Carolina are 
deeply interested in the improvement of 
both the Mississippi river and all our inland 
waterways. I also heartily favor the plans 
of the rivers and harbors commission 
to expend $500,000,000, to be expended at the 
rate of $50,000,000 a year, for the improve- 
ment of the inland water courses. Sout 
Carolina is considerably interested in these 
improvements. We have our own water 
courses leading to the Atlantic ocean. 

With the improvement of our water 
courses and the construction of a great deer 
waterway from the great lakes to the gulf 
transportation would be rendered ‘much 
cheaper and the country would benefit great- 
ly. The national rivers and harbors. con 
gress, of which I am a vice president, will 
meet in Washington, D. C., in December 


‘and we hope to have thousands of delegates 


there who will support the -ause of the im- 
provement of our inland woter courses.” 


Gov. Hay’s View. 

Gov. M. E. Hay of Washington: “I favor 
the construction of a deep waterway, gen- 
erally speaking, and I believe the people of 
Washington are considerably interested in 
the project. We have our own waterways 
that we are vitally interested in. The con- 
struction of a great lakes to the gulf ship 
canal is one of the great general problems 
on which the improvements fall, the internal 
waterways hinge. 

The question of the great waterway, of 
course, is whether the increased commerce 
will justify the outlay by the government of 
approximately $150 000.000. I believe the ex- 
pense would be justified.

The man- 
ufacturers of Maine sell goods all through 
the Mississippi river valley. 

“I think where a waterway can be opened 
and improved for navigation it should be done 
by all means. We are a great country and 
whatever helps the central portion also helps 
us. The 8 of our waterways 
would lower the cost of transportation. 

“The construction of the deep waterway, 
rendering the Mississippf navigable, would 
be to our benefit as a locality. We could 
send our goods into the great central part 
sof the country by water, for the longer time 
required for transportation is net a factor in 
our manufactures.

Short IIIness Ends Career of the 
Head of Big Lumber Company.

LOVER OF OUTDOOR: SPORTS. 


Director of Three Bank- and Interested 
in Other Concerns, 


Charles F. Spalding, president of the Spald- 
ing Lumber company, and well known as an 
outdoor sportsman, died yesterday at his 
residence, 1300 Astor street. Hire death came 
after three weeks’ illnese, which began with 
acute jaundice and terminated with kidney 
trouble complications. 

Mr. Spalding was as much interested in 
outdoor sports as he was in his lumber com- 
pany and the banks and many concerns in 
which he was a director or shareholder. He 
was a prominent figure on the golf courses 
and was a great baseball fan. 

In his earlier years he was known as one 
of the best pitchers in the country. He 
twirled for the Harvard school in this city 
and later for Exeter academy, where he at- 
tained considerable prominence. 

Upon his return home from school he 
pitched for a number of local clubs and if 
he had desired he could have become a mem- 
ber of one of the big league teams.

President’s Voice May Be Weak, 
but Doetor Hopes to Permit 
St. Louis Speech. 


PRESIDENT’S PROGRAM TODAY. 

Arrives St: Louis, Ko., 7:87 a. m. 

At St. Louis the presidential party is taken 
charge of by the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep 
Waterway association for a four day trip 
down the Mississippi river, leaving St. Louis 
on the steamboat Oleander at 5 p. m. 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Some unpatriotic. and daring Texan last 
night braved the small army of secret service 
men and detectives and practically the whole 
of the Dallas police force, entered the baggage 
car of the presiaent’s special train and stole 
the possum which was to be served to Presi- 
dent Taft this @vening. Not only that, but

when he appears at the dinner table. 

‘ The misfortune was not as bad as it might 
have been, however, as news of the disas- 
ter traveled ahead of the train, and another 
possum, a bigger brother of the stolen one, 
was ready for the party when t arrived at 
Longview. It was just as fat and sleek and 
shiny looking as the one which had been 
presented to Mr. Taft at Hempstead and 
stolen at Dallas. So the dinner was not 
postponed tonight. 

The president's physician is at work on the 
chief executive's vocal chords in the hope 
of having them in some sort of shape for the 
auditorium speech in St. Louis tomorrow. 
There is little hope for permanent improve- 
‘ment, however, short of three or four days. 


Stops at Many Cities. 

The president left Dallas at 8 o’clock this 
morning and during the day stopped at For- 
ney, Terrell, Willspoint, Longview, and 
Marshall before crossing the Texas line at 
Texarkana, where the train was halted part- 
ly in Texas and partly in Arkansas. 

A delegation of sixty citizens of Arkansas, 
headed by Gov. Donaghey, Gen. Powell 
Clayton, United States Senator Clarke, and 
others, met the president.at Texarkana and 


had their two cars attached to his train. 
There was an immense crowd at Texarkana, 


but the president's voice had so far gone 
from his earlier attempts to speak that he 
could only say a word or two in appreciation 
of his welcome. The president's train ar- 
rived in Little Rock shortly after 8 o'clock 
and left for St. Louis ten minutes later. 

At Terrell, Tex., this morning the president 
epoke to a throng of eager faced little Sun- 
day school children, and delivered a near 
approach to his usual Sunday sermon.

The girls whom we would 
have in these classes would be those here in 
South Chicago who work in stores and the 
mills and factories. We plan to have them 
make their own shirtwaists in these classes. 
The average cost of the shirtwaists which 
they wear and which are store made probh- 
ably is $1.25. I believe that they can have 
at least as good, if not better, ones made 
here for the expenditure of only 4 cents. 

“This would be a saving of 80 cents on 
each shirtwaist to each girl. But that would 
be only a trifie. Consider what it would 
mean to these girls in the way of instructine 
them in things they ought to know, and what 
they would get out of it by coming here and 
getting acquainted not only with each other 
but with girls from other places.“

Ex-Lieut. Gov. Sherman and 
Members of Control Board 
Busy in the East. 


ALL ANGLES SIZED Ur. 


Want to Be Able to Meet Any 
Problem, Beginning Next 
January. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.}— 
When ex-Lieut. Gov. Lawrence Y. Sherman 
and his associates start in to manage the 
IHinois state charitable institutions next 
January they will be thoroughly conversant 
with most of the approved methods and the 
Jatest innovations in the care of insane and 
other state wards. The members of Gov. 
Deneen’s new institutional board of control 
are now touring the eastern states inspecting 
the public institutions of the character they 
will manage in IIIinois. 

Mr. Sherman arrived in Washington yes* 
terday and left today for New York, where 
he will meet the other members of the board: 
Frank D. W 
Greene, alienist; B. R. Burroughs, and 
Thomas O Connor. 


Calls Upon Senator Cullom. 

While in Washington, Mr. Sherman spent 
most of his spare time with Senator Cullom. 
It was first reported that the former lieu- 
tenant governor had come to consult the 
senator concerning the disposition of the 
patronage in which downstate Republicans 
are interested. This, however, was denied by 
both Senator Cullom and Mr. Sherman, and 
the latter said that the tour of the eastern 
institutions was the only purpose of his 
journey, and that he had merely seized the 
opportunity to stop off in Washington and 
make a friendly call upon his old fellow 
townsman. Mr. Cullom. 0 

As chairman of the institutional board, Mr. 
Sherman has arranged an elaborate program 
for the study of asylum management in the 
east. A greater part of the time will be de- 
voted to an examination of the Institutions 
in New York and Massachusetts, and on the 
return west the members of the board will 
visit the state asylums of Ohio and Indiana. 

The Illincis visitors will be met tomorrow 


in New York by members of the New York {

The board members will 
go to Boston later in the week. 

Inspection to Be Thorough. 

Each of these institutions will be inspected 
from cellar to gatret. Dr. Greene will make 
a special study of the me‘hod of treatment 
of the insane, epileptics. and other defec- 
tives. Mr. Whipp will examine the financial 
system in vogue, while Chairman Sherman 
and other members of the board will famil- 
larize themselves with the-general features 
of the work of management: v

He 
was the last of President Cleveland's Demo- 
cratic appointees to the federal Supreme 
court, Chief Justice Fuller and Justice White 
being the other two.

Court Commanded Entire Attention. 

His chief distinction was that of giving his 


He accepted no outside appointments and 
undertook no work not connected with the 
high tribunal of which he was a member. But 
he was in constant attendance on the court 
and he gave the most careful attention to all 
matters before it. He was married, but 
went little into society. Unlike otbers of the 
justices, he accepted no invitations to public 
functions and made no public addresses after 
taking his seat as a justice. 

Cases involving the rights of corporations 
received especial consideration at Justice 
Peckham's hands, and he was the author of 
some of the court's most noteworthy opin- 
ions of recent date along this line. Among 
them may be mentioned the case of the 
Consolidated Gas company of New York, in 
which he held that while rates fixed by the 
legislature must allow a fair return on in- 
vestments, federal courts could not inter- 
tere to declare them invalid unless they were 
so unreasonably low as to be sonfiscatory. 
One result of that decision was to cause the 
return of several millions of dollars to New 
York gas consumers. 

Some Decisions Affected Railroads. 

Several of Mr. Peckham's corporation de- 
cisions dealt with the Sherman anti-trust 
law as applied to railroads. These included 
the joint traffic and the transmissouri cases, 
in both of which he held the law to be appli- 
cable. He also prepared and delivered the 
opinion of the court in the case of Attorney 
General Young of Minnesota, in which it was 
held that the federal courts could interfere 
with the execution by its state courts of an 
unconstitutional state law. 

Judge Peckham's 


Associates Are Deeply Affected. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24—When the 
news of Justice Peckham’s death was broken 
to the surviving members of the Supreme 
court tonight all of them appeared to be 
deeply affected. 

Justice Harlan was overcome with emotion 
when he heard the news. 

It Is a great lose to the country,” he said. 
Justice Peckham was one of the ablest 
jurists who ever sat on the American bench. 
He was absolutely pure in mind and thought 
and free from everything that would prevent 
him from rendering an honest judgment in 
any case brought before him. 

He had strong political convictions, but 
when on the bench he knew no litigant’s 
politics and cared nothing forthem. His sole 
desire was to administer the law as it was 
and to give each party in every case his just 
rights. I had a great personal affection for 
bim. and he was one of the purest men I 
ever knew.“ 

The other members of the tribunal spoke 
in similar terms of Justice Peckham’s life 
and services.

Especially was it 
startling when one realizes that there is no 
great wealth of color in this marvelous or- 
gan. But the Wolff songs proved to be gems 
of unsuspected radiance under this light. 
In short, this group was something unex- 
pected, but something satisfying, just the 
same. 

Mme. Samaroff substituted the Ride of 
the Valkyries for her third group. The 
transcription was played with fire and evi- 
dent mastery of the mechanism of the in- 
strument, but its effectiveness we cannot 
allow. Then came the end of the concert 
with the duet from Offenbach's “ Tales of 
Hoffmann.” It was sung gracefully, the 
only way it could be sung, and the audience 
filed out in happy mood. For the original 
program had been doubled in extent, accord- 
ing to tradition, by the addition of encores.

of the country, he says, would aval] a man 
nothingif he had no one to stand by bim 
and aid him. 

“I care not how rich a man is,“ said the 
cardinal. “I care not whether he 
Cresus, John Jacob Astor, John D. Rocke- 
‘feller, or Vanderbilt, what will his wealth 
avail him if he has no friend to help him, no 
servant to minister to his wants, no one to 
stand by him, no one to give him solace in nis 
sorrow? If they have no friend, I say, their 
wealth win avail them ‘nothing. 


Must Be Brother’s Keeper. 

The rich as well as the poor declare, ‘I 
am not my brother's keeper.’ This is the lan- 
guage of selfishness and misery. That man. 
must be miserable that says, I am not my 
brother's keeper.’ He is an iceberg and @ 
curse to himself.

First Church Near River. 

On the date of the founding of the church, 
Oct. 26, 1834, Chicago was a little settlement 
along South Water and Lake streets of per- 
haps 250 people and had been incorporated as 
a town. There was only one house south 
of Lake street and only the dwelling of John 
Kinzie and two or three others north of the 
river. The first services were held in a wooden 
building on North Water street near the 
Dearborn street drawbridge. 

The ground was broken for a church 
edifice at Cass and I[llinol» streets, in July, 
1835, and on Christmas morning in 1886 the 
first bell ever brought to Chicago was heard. 

On March 25, 1856, the building on the site 
of the present edifice was begun, and the 
first service was held in the new church on

twenty-five of these women and their men 
companions left this district last week. 

In an inspection trip last evening I no- 
ticed that many women who formerly could 
be found in the saloons were missing. The 
business of the saloons which they frequent- 
ed has fallen away fully one-half since the 
new police regulations went into effect.“ 

Capt. Cudmore asserted there were fewer 
visitors to the south side levee district 
Saturday night than there had been on a 
Saturday night in months before.

during the two years’ administration of 
the chief smoke inspector. He has not 
been idle. Conditions are better than 
they were when he took hold, but the

There has been abundant activity on 
the part of the smoke bureau, as far as 
warning and advising offenders goes, but 
in dealing with those who failed to act 


on the good advice given them there has 


been a tendency to follow the line of least 
resistance. That is, the feebler violators 
of the ordinances have been handled with 
greater severity than the more powerful 
ones. The owner of some smoking fac- 
tory chimney has begn brought to book 
and a purely local nuisance stopped, while 
the tug trust, whose reeking smokestacks 
befoul an éxtensive territory, has ‘been 
left untouched. 

The chief smoke inspector says people 
have talked to him about the danger of 
driving industry and commerce away from 
Chicago by the actual enforcement of the 
smoke ordinance. That is what all its 
sturdy violators say. But it is not for 
him to pass on the merits of the ordi- 
nance. He was appointed to enforce it— 
not to administer it as outsiders tell him 
it should be administered. 

But greater energy is promised for the 
future. Two violations from the same 
stack within a month will subject the 
owner, no matter who he is, to prosecu- 
tion.

In popular estimation, so far as such 
a subject ever enters into popular estima- 
tion, Harvard university in matters educa- 
tional stands for unqualified cofservatiem.

A college education has long 
been considered not inappropriate and by 
many even useful to any man, no matter 
what his avocation is to be, but a special 
university training bas been thougilt bene- 
ficial and necessary only to those who in- 
tend to follow one of the so-called learned 
_professions. If a man was to be a mere 
business man or a farmer uny kind of 
preparation which he could pick up was 
considered good enough, and other walks 
ot lite were regarded as so inferior to the 
professions as not to call for any careful 
or systematic training. 

That a decided change in point of view 


It 
has come to be seen that business in its 
large sense, as understood and conducted 
at the present time, requires not only the 
highest organizing, administrative, and ex- 
ecutive ability, but that it is a great sci 
ence demanding for a thorough -compre- 
hension of its underlying laws and prin- 
ciples as careful special study and traia- 
ing as any profession.

Cleaning Rhinestones. 

Cleaning of rhinestanea is almost as difi- 
cult a to do at home as freshening 
pearls,” says an expert jeweler, for once 
these imitation diamonds to turn black 
there is nothing that can be done to bring 
back their briliancy. 

“Preventing them from becoming dull is, 
however, quite possible. If, as is often the 
case, the silver in which they are set begins 
to tarnish, that discoloration may be re- 
moved with a vigorous acrubbing in luke- 
warm water, with suds from castile or any 
pure toilet soap, and a stiff brush. 

“In preparing a warm water bath for 
rhinestone jewelry be sure that the liquid is 
clear and free from any gritty sediment be- 
fore immersing the pieces. Let them stay in 
the water but a short time—eay, two min- 
utes—then begin scrubbing with the stiff 
brush, plunging each piece into a bowl of 
clear water to rinse off the soap, and then 
place in a box filled with jeweler's sawdust, 
and leave for half an hour until all the water 
is absorbed. 

“When dry whisk off any fine pieces of 
the wood with a soft brush and rub gently 
with a soft cotton or silk cloth. This cleans- 
ing should brighten the silver, and unless 
the stones are turned the pieces should be 
as bright as aw.“

and Ming dynasties. Here, also, is a len- 
did pallow, great stone paved courts, and 
an imposing hall approached by a flight of 
marble steps leading to a platform with 
beautifully carved balustrade. In the great 
hall itself are no idole, but tables, upon 
which offerings may be made. The halis of 
the temple, as well as its surrounding walls, 
as those of other temples, are covered with 
colored tile, the main portion of the roof 
usually beimg green, with decorations at 
the cornices and along the ridge in blue or 
yellow tiles in the form of griffins or ons. 
These are all from the royal porcelain factory 
in the interior, and in Peking are only 
found on royal palaces and structures such 
as walls, temples, etc., which pertain to the 
empire. 

The great halle are of teak wood, with 
massive rounded columns, which have been 
covered with papier maché and painted, 
green and blue predominating. Ten big 
drum shaped blocks of granite, bearing in- 
scriptions, supposed to antedate Confucius 
about 200 years, and thus having an anti. 
quity of 2,500 years, are, perhaps, the most 
celebrated objects of this temple; but equally 
inter are the great stones erected to 
co 8 those who here received the 
degree of doctor of literature; the list goes 
back for five centuries. 


Empire Honors Literati. 


China may be savage and barbarous, but 
she not only honors her literati but in a hall. 
just beyond the temple of Confucius is found 
a lofty building containing a throne and 
an inscription commemorating the comple- 
tion of this hall of learning by the Bmperor 
Kien-lung. This. great hall ig surrounded 
by a tank with fine marble balustrades and 
covered with marble bridges. Along the sides 
of the inclosure are cloisters which contain 
about 200 great stone tablets, on both sides 
of which are engraved the complete text of 
the nine classics. 

Thus greater purity is maintained for the 
ancient Uterature, and especially was it 
thought by those engraving the classics in 
stone that thus they would be freed from 
the hands of any emperor who might wish to 
destroy them. Here also is a splendid pailow 
of three marble faced arches, the upper part 
and the roof of the most beautiful yellow 
and green tiles conceivable. 

Off toward the center of the northern part 
of the city, to the great Drum tower, which 
stands on a hill and reaches a lofty height. 
From ite balcony I had a most interesting 
. Rising up above 


the low lying houses of drab and the gnarled 
green cypregses of the temple gardens could 
be seen walle everywhere, with beautiful 
tiled tops, and the great halls of the tem-. 
ples, ahd on beyond in every direction lies 
the massive wal) of the city, with here and 
there great gateways, rising at the full level 
of possible height, for to exceed 100 feet in 
height in any of the monuments or walls of 
Peking is to interfere with the spirite of the 
alr. 


View Impressive and Inspiring. 


The view is one of the most impressive and 
inspiring that I have ever seen. I can only 
compare my feeling with that which I experi- 
enced when I first looked off over Paris from 
the Are de Triomphe, or over the Nile valley 
from the Pylon of Karnak. Within the tower 
are several enormous drums, which, with 
the great bell in the big Bell Tower nearby, 
are used to mark the five watches of the 
night. d then back to earth and modern 
life again by a long old ride through narrow 
streets, making a wide detour, through the 
necessity of going around the Imperial city. 

Were I to see no more of Peking, I should 
consider today’s hasty glance worth a trip 
around the world. Take it all.in all, I doubt 
if the world nolds a more interesting city.

To distinguish a Manchu from a Chinese 
woman is easy. The former has natura) feet 
and a pecullar headdress, of which I have 
seen, perhaps, not less than a hundred forms 
today. I have seen many donkeys pulling 
carts and used as pack animals, and many 
fine big horses. The native man travels in a 
big, heavy, covered cart; and there is the 
poor man’s 6mnibug, the \ wheelbarrow, 
which 1 had seen in Shanghai. About the 
gateways camels may be seen, of the two 
humped variety and much finer appearing 
than those I saw in Egypt, with long shaggy 
siiken coat of hair. It must be bitterly cold 
here in winter, and almost intolerable with 
heat and duet in summer.

HITCH ON MARRIAGE CODE. 


Author “Too Chaste For London“ Is 
Called Retrogressive. 


Has Dr. Stanton Colt changed his opinion 


ot George Bernard Shaw since he came to 


America? 

In a recent address to women members of 
the Drama club of Evanston Dr. Coit was 
reported to have said: 

Shaw possesses all the qualifications of a 
saint. He is too chaste for London audl- 
ences.’ 

It is not a matter of record that there has 
been any recent change in Mr. Shaw's code 
of social ethics. But it seems that Dr. Coit 
is on record in a pamphiet of eighteen pages, 
entitled Socialism and Marriage, as op- 
posing Mr. Shaw's views. 

Discussing this pamphlet in the October 
number of the American Journal of Eugenics, 
George Bedborough of London says: 

He dismisses Shaw as a ‘sincere but 
audacious writer,’ whose views on this ques- 
tion are “extremely rudimentary and retro- 
gressive in their socialism,’ ’’ 


Monogamy Attacked by Shaw. 

Dr. Coit, in his pamphlet at least, is a 
stanch defender of monogamic marriage. 
But Mr. Bedborough quotes Bernard Shaw 
as saying: f 

Marriage places no restraint on debauch- 
ery so long as it is monogamic.”’ 

Continuing his discussion of Dr. Coit’s 
pamphiet, Mr. Bedborough says: 

“Dr. Coit is a eugenist. He has written 
and spoken in favor of some of our ideals. We 
value his influence; but we want to see him 
advance a little nearer to our aims. 

Hk quotes with angry disapproval Shaw’s 
common sense suggestion that ‘ eugenic 
breeding would effectually protect the moth- 
ers and fathers of the race from any abuse 
of their relations,’ and that ‘what we need 
is freedom to breed the race without being 
hampered by the mass of irrelevant condi- 
tions: implied:’in the institution of marriage.’ 


Utilization. of Don Juan. 

Dr., Coit's highly colored phrase that 
Bernard Shaw proposes the utilization of 
Don Juan is merely his way of saying that 
Shaw (with every other thinker) wants to 
see the best animal energy and every other 
force of nature used for beneficent instead 
of malevolent purposes. 

„He did not invent Don Juan, t when 
we find ourselves in the presence of à terrible 
and overwhelming natural force, the wise 
man will find out how to use rather than to 
abolish such a force. There is no other philos- 
ophy worthy the name of eugenics, human- 
ity, or economy.” 


WAYMAN MAY TAKE CHARGE 
OF THE BROCKMEYER CASE. 


Reports That Lyons Authorities Are 
Blocking Detectives Likely to Result 
in Request That He Do 80. 


State’s Attorney John E. W. Wayman may 
be asked today to take personal charge of 
the investigation into the death of August 
Brockmeyer, the Lyons milk dealer, whose 
body was found in his wagon Wednesday 
morning. 

Despite the denials from Lyons the charges 
that officials of the township are trying to 
stop the investigation were repeated by the 
detectives yesterday. They allege that some 
of the officials are too willing to drop the 
case as a plain suicide. Detectives Trafton 
and Sharp reported this to Capt. Wood yes- 
terday, and it is said he may take the case 
to the State’s attorney today. 

Charles T. Smith, president of the village 
board ef Lyons, said: 

We are helping in every way. It was un- 
fortunate that blood stains were washed out 
and that the clothes were burned before the 
coming of the detectives. That was done 
by the undertaker on the statement of the 
coroner's physician that it was a suicide.”’ 

Capt. Wood questioned the detectives re- 
garding the report that cruel methods were 
used in grilling Bernhard Brockmeyer, half 
brother of the dead man, who is being held in 
connection with the dairyman’sdeath. Both 
insisted that their conduct was nothing out of 
the ordinary.

Dven after he was arrested and taken to 
the effield avenue police station he heid 


to the burglar story for several days. Finally, 


though, he told Capt. Thomas Kane that he

wife had committed suicide, and he wanted 
to avert the shame to her name.
